Plans Unveiled For 
Courthouse, Jail 


Schematic Designs Shown

D allas a rc h ite c t Duane 
Jarvis unveiled schematic 
renderings of the new Collin 
County Courthouse and Jail 
Building Monday morning 
for 
the 
C om m issioners 
Court, and from 
all 
in­ 
dications, it should be one of 
the most im pressive building 
complexes in the county. 
Receiving the unanimous 
approval 
of 
the 
com ­ 
missioners, the schematic 
plans call for a six-floor 
courthouse and a three-floor 
jail building, both connected 
by an underground corridor 
system. In addition, both 
buildings will be constructed 
to allow vertical expansion, 
up to a total of 12 floors for 
the courthouse and six floors 
for the jail building. 
According to Jarvis, the 
schematic design is about 
one month behind the time 
schedule set last year, but 
expressed optimism that the 
time could be m ade up in the 
coming months. 
Development Plans Next 
The next step will be the 
draw ing 
of 
design- 
development plans for the 
governmental complex, and 
Jarvis indicated 
to com­ 
missioners that these plans 
should 
be 
ready 
for 
presentation on or before 
Aug. I. 
“ It’s my hope we can get 
this project to the bid stage 
as soon as possible,” Jarvis 
com m ented 
afte r 
the 
m eeting, 
“ because 
con­ 
struction costs are at the 
lowest level they’ve been in 
many years. It could mean a 
real savings to the county,” 
he added. 
Prior to discussing the 
schematic design of the new 


courthouse and jail building, 
J a rv is 
presen ted 
com ­ 
missioners with prelim inary 
plans 
for 
em ergency 
renovations to the existing 
courthouse. 
Attempting to take ad­ 
vantage of District Judge 
Tom 
R yan’s m onth-long 
absence during June, Jarvis 
indicated he could have the 
district and commissioners 
courtrooms air conditioned, 
and some tem porary walk­ 
ways connecting the north 
and south sides of the 
courthouse on the second 
and third floors by the time 
Judge Ryan is back on the 
bench. 
An Economical Move 
J a rv is 
explained 
to 
commissioners that not only 
would such m easures be 
economical, but they would 
allow further needed repairs 
to 
be 
m ade 
with 
no 
disruption of district court 
proceedings. 
S p e c i f i c a l l y , 
t h e 
emergency renovations call 
for the placing of a 22-ton air 
conditioning unit on the roof 
of the existing courthouse- 
ducting it into the district 
and com m issioners cour- 
troom s-then 
constructing 
two tem p o rary co rrid o rs 
around the 
back 
of the 
district courtroom for access 
between the second and third 
floors. 
Total cost of the work, to 
be done by Dallas contractor 
Edwin D. Tibbs, will be 
$31,000 or less, and work 
should be completed by the 
end of this month. 
‘Em ergency’ Explained 
County 
Judge 
N athan 
White Jr. explained to the 
audience that due to Judge 
Ryan’s absence, there was 


no tim e to go through the bid 
process for the renovation. 
Thus, the work was put on an 
“em ergency” 
status, 
and 
after assurances by Jarvis 
that 
Tibbs is a 
“ com ­ 
p e titiv e ” co n tra c to r, the 
work 
was 
unanim ously 
approved. 


To come later will 
be 
renovation of the present 
courthouse elev ato r, the 
public restroom 
facilities, 
and the installation of new 
lighting and air conditioning 
facilities. Jarvis commented 
that prelim inary plans for 
the renovation should be 
ready for presentation to 
commissioners in a couple of 
weeks. 
E arlier in the morning, 
commissioners approved a 
bid from Darr Equipment 
Co. on the purchase of a road 
g rad er for C om m issioner 
Bay Seller’s Precinct 2. The 
total cost of the grader will 
be $62,016 and will be bought 
on 
a 
lease-p u rch ase 
agreem ent, costing $1292 a 
m onth. 


Pipeline Okayed 
Commissioners also ap­ 
proved g ran tin g right-of- 
way to Seaway Pipeline Inc. 
to construct a pipeline for 
petroleum products through 
Collin County. The line will 
run from Freeport to near 
T ulsa, 
O kla., 
and 
the 
company will be required to 
restore any roads they cross 
to their original condition. 
Also receiving approval 
for crossing county roads 
with a waterline was the 
North Collin Water Corp. 
However, all work m ust be 
done according to county 
specifications. 
In other activ ity , 
the 


com m issioners m oved to 
reject bids on scrap and junk 
from Precincts 2 and 3, then 
authorized 
Commissioners 
Sellers and Odell Rushing to 
dispose of the m aterials as 
best they could. 
Bids for the bulk purchase 
of gasoline and diesel fuel for 
the precincts and Sheriff’s 
Dept, were authorized; the 
depository co n tract with 
Collin National Bank was 
approved, and the proposed 
City-County H ealth D ept. 
budget was okayed.

SpringPark Center Tabled 


Loop 9 ROW 
May Present Problems

A NorthPark-type -shop­ 
ping center for Plano has 
been tabled until questions 
on the status of Loop 9 can be 
resolved. 
The Planning and Zoning 
Commission Monday night 
refused to act on a request 
f r o m 
S p r i n g P a r k 
Development Co. to zone 257 
acres as retail and light 
industrial when it learned 
that the proposed right-of- 
way for the expressway has 
been moved north and east 
of the approved corridor 
Staff m em bers told the 
commission that Plano has 
not been informed of the 
possible 
route 
change. 
Under an agreement with 
the City of R ichardson, 
Plano will apparently be 


asked to give Richardson 124 
acres of the tract if the route 
designated by SpringPark is 
accurate. (Several years ago 
the two cities agreed to 
make the center line of loop 
9 the common boundary. At 
that time several acres were 
traded across the right-of- 
way line.) 
Concern Expressed 
Commissioners expressed 
concern that Plano might be 
expected to give away so 
much land and pointed out 
that if the land were annexed 
by 
R ichardson, 
zoning 
granted by Plano would be 
null and void. 
D e v e lo p e r 
R aym ond 
Nasher at first said he would 
withdraw his application as

The 1975 Texas Legislature 
ram m ed through the state’s 
first utility regulation bill 
and a record $12 billion state 
budget in the final four hours 
Monday, then adjourned its 
regular session on notes of 
controversy in both houses. 
Speaker Bill Clayton in­ 
voked a seldom used rule 
allowing a m ajority vote of

House to

bill for the next two years by 
93-54.

First baseman George Hunter 
doubled to leftfield, was sacrificed to third 
base by third baseman John Goldstein’s bunt, 
and pinchrunner Bill Vanderlinden scored on 
a error by Height’s third baseman John 
Brainard off a ground ball hit by Newton. 
Heights scored one more run in the sixth 
inning as Joey Key hit a 325-foot homerun 
over the rightfield fence. 
Following the homerun, Bickham allowed 
no baserunners and Plano protected their 
lead to win 4-2.

“A muddy pond or one 
covered with algae is not 
very attractive.” 
“ T reatm ents with 
the 
proper chemcials can clear 
the water and reduce the 
algae population if care in 
correct 
application 
is 
practiced,” Clark added. 
“Although a clear pond may 
be desired, a crystal-clear 
one will permit water weeds 
to grow from the increased 
sunlight.” 


After a chemical is used to 
clear the water, a pond 
fertilizer should be applied 
to induce plankton growth. 
“The food chain begins 
with microscopic plants on 
which the insects feed; the 
fish consume the insects, 
and eventually the fish may 
end up at the dinner table, 
but not sitting in the chair,” 
says Clark. 


The proper management 
of a pond will increase the 
enjoyment to the fisherman, 
swimmer, and fish, and 
provide 
years 
of 
en­ 
tertainment.
